|}, The‘act‘will be administered by a 


board to be called the Albeyta Farm 
Loan Board consisting of five direct- 
ors. 

The executive officer and - main 
spring of the organization will be a 
commissioner on salary. 

Mortgages will be issued forw per- 
iod of 80 years with repayment privi'- 
ege after five years, 

The rate of interest will be the ac- 
tual cost of obtaining the money with 
one per cent added for expenses of 
management. and for the creation of a 
reserve. 

The working capital will be an in- 
itial loan provided by the government 
or arrangements for a line of credit. 

Mr. Mitchell impressed that the af- 
fairs of the board would be conducted 
on strict business principles, a-deciara- 
tion which the convention loudly .ap- 
plauded. 

Following his eciandi of. the 
provisions of the act the convention 
adopted a resolution approving of the 
principle of the measure and directiny 
the directors to keep in touch with the 
government to secure as broad legis- 
lation on the uestion as possible. 


Large Amount Voted 
Out For U. S. Navy 


The naval appropriation bill carry- 
ing $351,000,000 and providing for 
thi® year’s share of the three-year 
eavestpeeee program, including three 
great battleships and one battle crttis- 
fr, was voted out by the house naval 
¢ommitee.. The limit of cosa of the 
four battle cruisers, authorized las 
year, and for which 'the department 
has been unable to place contracts, is 
raised by the bill from $16,500,000 to 
$19,000,000. Twelve million dollars 
additional to equip navy yards. for 
capital ship construction is provided 
for use in,case any of the vessels in 
the program cannot be built in private 
plants at reasonable cost and. within 
reasonable time. —
